Ho 
was'by no means *h illiterate- man, for lio 
had u good education for the days in which 
lie lived, nnd graduated at a Kentucliy col- 
lego. His carelessness in speech gave him 
tho reputation of being a.poor grammarian, 
but lie could havu corrected his own. manu- 
script If he had chosen. Mrs. Logan always 
revised his written speeches -not because ho 
was not able to do it, but because ho pre- 
ferred that sho should.

it was really a fine production.
